‘Troops, I may state, that us on the Cavalry the whole 
of the loss of the day fell, so they did their duty 
well and. gallantly. But 1 cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing my admiration of that spirit ‘of chivalrous 
endurance, which, during a rapid murch of at least 20 
miles over broken country, enabled our Infantry to 
keop almost up to the Cavalry, nor from recording a 














fact which shows the spirit’ of the British Soldier, 
that, notwithstanding the heat, when the firing com. 
meneed, all the sick of the 71at and 92nd Regiments 
could not be restrained, but full into the ranks, and 
so remained to the close of the day, 

21. The result of this day's operations was the 
capture of 4 guns, and 500 of the onemy left dead on 
the field. The Nawab of Banda’s palki, bloody, and 
evidently just evacuated, was captured during the 
pursuit,

A party with one gun came up 
the river on the opposite bank and opencd fire on our 
‘Troops, but’ Captain Cadell opening upon them, their 
fire soon ceased.

Infantry, 1 advanced the latter in skirmishing order 
to clear the jungle, the Rebels’ guns having by this 
time ceased ‘firing, 

We found 2 guns abandoned on the edge of the 
Jungle, and the Infantry passing on, pressed through 
the jungle for about 2 ut the Rebels having 
retreated with great eelerity, they wore not able to 
overtake a great number. 


It appeared from the accounts of prisoners, that 


they had been completely surprised, and were not 
aware of our approach. 


‘This morning I continued my march to Bunkusses, 
the principal Fort of the Gonda Rajah, which wa 
found completely deserted, 


Vive brass guns were found in the Fort, which is 
now being destroyed by the Engineers.

were fired on from the village by what ‘afterwards 
proved to be a picquet of the eneiny, which retreated ax 
we advanogd. Seving a large body of the enemy on 
an eminence at about 1,000 yards distance, on’ our 
left front, the guns were brought up, and a fow rounds 
of spherical case caused then to shift their position. 
Having clewred the village, we came to ground, which 
extended for a considerable distance, in which’ it was 
quite impossible for either Cavalry or Artillery to act, 
bei ct net-work of deep ravines, vovered with 
jung! idst of which, near the river Dessaun, 
‘was the enciny's’ Camp ; leaving therefore the Artil- 
lery with a small guard of Infantry and the Cavalry 
for their protection, we proceeded across thix extremely 
difficult. ground, covered by « skirmishing party of the 
50th Madras Native Infantry, on both flanks, ex- 
changing shots with the enemy from time to time, 

V._ After about an hour’s march we arrived at the 
river, just in time to sce the lust of the Rebels crossing 
to the opponite side, the Enficlds of the 43rd now 
raade somo cxeellen’ practice both at the crossing | 
the river, and subkcquently in following the Rell 
through the jungles on the other side. The enemy 
here lost both men and horses, the. exact numter af 
which could not bo ascertained, owing to the de 
of the jungle, and the depth of the ravines 
horsen'and ponies were captured and a quantity of | 
miscellancous baggage also fell into our hands, showin 
how hard the euemy had been pressed, and ‘in 
huste he had retreated. The jungle and_stec 
alone saved him from destruction, for the Europes 
conld not make way through such ground, to keep | 
pace with Natives, who moreover new every path, 
Ro us the day was far advanced, and as 1 considered, 
that a good blow hud alzead§ been struck, and 2 more- 
over the mon were much fatigued, I sounded the 
assembly, and we retuned to ‘ola Kanjharan, where 
Thalted an hour to refresh, and retumed to Camp, 
where we arrived at 4p. xt, 

V1. An conchusion, I desire to record my sense of 
the cheerful zeal with’ which the duties of a very hurd | 
day were performed by all ranks. It waa matter of 
cammon remark how well the skirmishing party of tho 
50th Regivwent Madras Native Infantry did their 
work, and I attribute this, ina great measure, to tho 
y in which they were led by Lieutenants Greenway 
and Hay; the 48rd of course, performed us they 
always liave dono. 

VII. T would also beg to remark particularly on 
tho great assistance I at all times received from Cap- 
tain Sawer, Commandingthe Hummeerpore Military 
Police, and deputed by Mr. Freeling the Collector to 
act for him, in the way of collecting intelligence, &e., 
and I consider that it has becn owing to tho constant 
zeal, activity, intelligence and foresight of this valuable 
Officer, that we have been enabled to make the power 
of the Government felt by the Rebels, On one ocea- 
sion Captain Sawers, accompanied by a party of his 
Rowure, rode 80 miles (out and back) after a march, 
and learning that he would wlso march the following 
morning, solely for the purpose of obtaining the in- 
formation, upon whioh T subsequently acted. in 
Sawers also wnied the Infantry to the attack of 





































































the enemy through the broken ground. I'am happy 
to way that there were no Casualties on curside, ‘The

T resolved to disregard all stragglers who took refuge 
in it, and push steadily on their rear, passing quantities | 
of abandoned stores, bullocks and bageare, After | 
about five miles of this pursuit, during which several | 
Rebels were cut down by the Seih Horse, and shot 
by the Highlanders, we could sce that the. Rebels ax | 
they arrived at wnullah, which crossed the road at 
right angles someway ahead, formed upon its further 
hank ; when five hundred yards from this spot. I 
dismounted the Infantry who were on Camncls, and was 
proceeding to attack, when to. my surprise the remain- | 
der of my men, who were on foot, appeared a few 
hundred yards in rear, having kept up with the Camele | 
at amore than five miles an hour, Joined by them! | 
aulvanced, but the Rebels hardly waited to ‘exchange 
shots; 40 the men remounted their Camels and we 
continued the pursuit for a couple of miles, when the 
Rebels again appeared, formed up inn strong position, 
where the road ascended the slope, lined on both wides 
with thick jungles, and was overlooked by a rocky 
ridge which covered it, and which they lined with 
musketry, plicing their two guns in the centre of the 
road. I sent out skirmishers and formed the remainder 
as well as the ground could permit ; the enemy opened 
with musketry and grape, and as. thei 
not be turned, and every delay might give them confi- 
ener, T ordered the men to charge, who rushed straight 
long the road on their guns, which were carried with 
«8 loud cheer, and tho Rebels lost: heart, and fled. 

5, Lattempted to resume the purwuit, but soon 
hud to halt the men, who were exhausted ly the heat. 
Captain Ballard and Lieutenant Bonnor fllowed for 
two or three miles, with some Seilkhs and Holkar's 
men, but as the whole road lay through jungle, J or- 
dered them to rejoin, and when the men had refreshed 
themselves, we returned with tho captured guns to 
Rajpore, to which place I had sent back to order the 
b by a short route.

We then moved forward, our advance guard, 
consisting of one (1) Company of the 95th Regiment, 
and two (2) Companies 10th Native Infantry, under

largo boily of Rebels had followed. After trotting a 
fow miles, shots being heard on our right T rode for 
the spot, and found that Lieutenant Angelo had 
crossed my line of march, and was at the point of 
panage. 

The road was a dry water-course, at the bottom of 
one of the ravines which in great ‘numbers interseet 
this District. ‘The enemy in large numbers were seat- 
tered over the plain, on the opposite bank, with camels, 
clephants and many horses. The banks of the river 
and sandbanks wore studded with horses and camels, 
hopelossly strugyling in tho quick-sand, many of them 
having nearly disappeared in the two or thie hours I 
was on the bank. ‘This bank was strewed with bales 
of goods and various articles, with many saddles and 
swords and some fire arms; camels and horses in eon- 
siderable numbers were captured. 

Tshould not havo hesitated to follow but for the 
state of the opposite banks, as I flt sure I should 
have lost many horses. ‘The enemy moved off prelty 
rapidly ; they appear to have been very leisurely in 
their movements seross the Doab up to, “ Puhpoond,”” 
where, Mr. Humo informs pe, that they received a 
luttor from Cawnpore informing them that a Fores had 
marched to cutthem off from “ Ooreyah Ghat ;” upcn 
this they left in great haste. This accounts for the 
alarm shown at Licutonant Angelo’s appearance, when 
crossing the Ooroyah and Etawah Road, They had 
attacked the Force with Mr. Hume with great “deter. 
ination on the Oth, and been repulsed with great 
gallantry,

Wirx T last had the honor to address 
your Execlleney, on the progress of the Campaign in 
Oudh on the 25th November 1858, I reported that the 
first half of it had been brought to a conclusion, the 
Rebels having been for the moxt part driven across the 
Gogra, with the exception of the Sectapore District, 
which stretches from the border of Rohileund to the 
neighbourhood of Lucknow. 

It is now my pleasing duty farther to report to your 
Excellency, that the Campaign is at an end, that there 
is no longer even the vestige of Rebellion in the provineo 
of Oudh, and that tho lust remnant of the Mutineers 

rgents has becn hopelessly driven acrosx the 
 rounteing whiciwform the Barrier between the King. 
dom of Nepaul and Her Majesty's Empire of Hin- 
dostan. 

"These results have been attained by following tho 
course of action first initiated in the month of July, 
when the Campaign of Oudh for the reduction of the 
country, really commenced, vid by not committing the 
‘Troops to a forward movement, until I should be read: 
to support it on every side, and so to convert a marc! 
into a thorough process of occupation, as was dono in 
the Doab last year after the battle of Cawnpore. 

Due preparation once made, the Troops have always 
been instantly thrown forward, in spite of every diffi 
culty of season, and their work ren ent. 

‘Honge it arose that the Campaigns in Behar, Go- 
rucknore, and Oudh have been always treated as a

The disarmament of the people and the dismantling 
of the Forts of the country have proceeded rapidly 
under the protection of the Columns and Garrisonn 
left in differont parts of the Province, as the general 
advance of the long line prewed further onwards, until 
at length it was arrested by the mountains of Nepaul, 
the Frontier of Her Majesty's ally. 

Many hundred guns and about three hundred and 
fifty thousand arms of different deseriptions have 
boon collected in Oudh, and morv than three hundred 
Forts have been destroyed. 

A considerable munber of the Mutineers have sar- 
rondered und been allowed to retire to their homes, 
and the population of the eountry is wettling down in 
all directions in the most satisfactory manner.

I refrain from troubling your Exeellency with along 
list of the Officers who have commanded Regiments 
and have filled the subordinate Staff Appointments. 1 
wish to say thatthey and the men under their command, 
throughout the long struggle carried on without 
termission in every season of the year, ten mon 
having elapsed since the fall of Lucknow, during which 
they have ever kept the il, have been datingushed 
by adiscipline and a constancy unsurpassed in any war, 

The sorvice was attended by great fatigue, by’ never 
ceasing sickness, and was performed alike during the 
intense heat of the summer, the languor of the In: 
rains and the more bracing season of winter. But the 
discipline of Her Majesty's Troops nevgr swerved, 

‘All ranks have emulated one another in their exer. 
tions, For this we have to thank the high sense of duty 
and the personal example of Regimental Commanders 
and Staff Officers, the watchful and provident care of 
the Staff and Regimental Surgeons, and the admiratle 
xpirit which animates the Soldiors of Her Majesty's 
Regiment, of every denomination. Itik indeed asubject 
of pride to have had the honor of commanding such 
an Army. 

T cannot conclude this Despatch without referring to 
the very great and cordial assistance which I have 
constantly received from Major General Sir W, Mans- 
field, K.C.B, the Chief of the Staff. As it seems 
probable that active operations will now cease, I have 
the groatest pleasure in seizing the opportunity of ro- 
cording my grateful sense of what I owe to this 
Offices; and of recommending him in the strongest 
possible manner for the favorable consideration of your 
Excellency.
